Claim 1 is pending and has been examined on the merits discussed below. 



Specification

Appropriate correction is required.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based on a disclosure which 
is not enabling. All subject matter critical or essential to the practice of the invention seems to 
be included in the claim(s), but is not enabled by the disclosure. See In re Mayhew, 527 
F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). In this case the disclosure is not enabling for the 
claim. The specification discloses no details of the claimed invention. The claim(s) contains 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled 
in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

See MPEP 608.01(1) ...requirement is made to amend the description to show the 
claimed subject matter... 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. There are many instances, some examples follow: 
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Regarding claim 1, the phrase "for example", and the actual examples, renders the claim 
indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the 
claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the forecast period" in limitation (a). There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

5. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to non- 
statutory subject matter. In order to be considered statutory, the claimed invention must produce 
a useful, concrete and tangible result. An invention that fails to product a tangible result is one 
that involves no more than the manipulation of an abstract idea. In order to be concrete, the 
result must be substantially repeatable or re-produce the same result. The result is useful when 
there is a real-world practical application. In the current instance, the claimed invention does not 
produce a tangible or concrete result. It is not clear from claim language how the inputs relate to 
the claimed calculation. As an example, in step b it is unclear what the inputs are and further, it 
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is unclear how the inputs are manipulated and it is unclear what the output is. Further, most 
inputs seem to be based on predictions that would render the claim non-repeatable. For instance, 
Market Receptivity Factor (1.) is based on ratings that represent an estimate or what 
purchasers'/decision makers' average confidence level will be, during the forecast period, in the 
stability of the business to perform as expected. Since it is not clear how one arrives at this 
number, it can not be expected to be repeatable. Further the result unclear, rendering the claim 
not tangible. "Calculating total market receptivity" is unclear and it is not understood what the 
real world result is. 

Examiner Note 

6. Because claim 1 is so indefinite, no art rejection is warranted as substantial guesswork 
would be involved in determining the scope and content of these claims. See In re Steele, 305 
F.2d 859, 134 USPQ 292 (CCPA 1962); Ex parte Brummer, 12 USPQ 2d, 1653, 1655 
(BdPatApp&Int 1989); and also In re Wilson, 424 F.2d 1382, 165 USPQ 494 (CCPA 1970). 
Prior art pertinent to the disclosed invention is nevertheless cited and applicants are reminded 
they must consider all cited art under Rule 1 1 1(c) when amending the claims to conform with 35 
U.S.C. 112. 

7. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in this field 
usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention disclosed. 
Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or agent to prosecute 
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the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon skilled preparation and 
prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or agent.
